Major points among the 158 spe¬ 
cific recommendations In the report 
are these: 

# Greater emphasis be placed on 
hard core subjects such as adetice, 
mathematics and E^nglish, and less 
time be spent on “frills’* luch as arL 
drama and music: 

# Increase in the school year by a 
minimum of 10 days a year, the 
secondary school day be increased by 
one hour, more homework, and a 
crackdown on teachers “wasting 
tifhe.” 

# Junior and senior vocational 


schools be established for students 
who cannot make the grade academ¬ 
ically, a collegiate acacimy above the 
high school level and an institute of 
advanced technology 4s an alterna¬ 
tive to university academic training. 
• Ellimination of junior high achool 
as such with Grade 7 reverting to 
elementary school and high adiool 
starting at Grade 8. 

De^te the far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations the report said the 
lengthy and thoroim probe did not 
show a widemread failure on the 
IMirt of B.C. schools. 

“The commisdon reached the 
conclusion that ... the B.C. public 
school system compares quite favor¬ 
ably with that of any other country,** 
it was stated. 


Need for Precise Knowledge 


The royal commission—headed 
by Prof. S. N. F. Chimt of UBC—was 
appointed in January, 1958, to probe 
an Bspects of the B.C. school system 
except the financing of education. 
Other cominMoners were John E. 
Liersdi of PowaU River Cb., and Riley 
P. Walrod, gene^ manager of B.C. 
Tree Fruits Ltd. 

*‘GeneraUty played a part in mak¬ 
ing the school program more appro¬ 
priate for the post-war period,” it 
was stated. “But recently there has 
developed an Increasing need for 
more precise and critical knowledge. 
This is one reason for the commis¬ 
sion’s emphasis upon the fostering of 
intellectual development as the major 
function of the schools, which leads 


to the recommendation that mors 
attention be given to the basic sub¬ 
jects of the curriculum. 

'This does not mean that they 
shoold be reinstated as they were SO 
years ago but that they be strog^ 
ened in view of ^ w ai nt 
stances,* thr repor t added. 

*rhe commisidanaii, in i 
top priority for hard eore subjects 
such as English, mathematica pnd 
science, said it was “nkss to team to 
dance or sing” or to saw a board or 
team how to cook: 

But there was no time for too 
many by-paths and basic education 
today was more important than ever 
because of the incraaiing complexity 
of the world. 


Suitable Courses for Talents 


It was recommended that the 
maximum time for art and music 
combined not exceed two hours a 
week and that industrial arts and 
home economics be discontinued in 
Grade 7. Time saved should be 
allotted to English, mathematics, 
social studies and science. 

The proposed reorganization of 
the public school program would pro¬ 
vide for elementary education up to 
Grade 7, high school from Grades * 
8 to 10 and collegiate academy from 
Grades 11 to IS—the latter being 
entrance to either university or the 
irartitute of advanced technology. 

There would also be an inter¬ 
changeability between regular high 
school and Junior and senior voca¬ 
tional schools for students who were 
better suited to trades rather than 
academic abilities. 


This woukl aDow all pupUs to pro¬ 
ceed as far as they could profltebly 
in a regular program. No pupil would 
be required to deckle at an early age 
between different ooursea. 

Pupils who might otherwise be 
retarded would be provided with 
courses suitable for their tatents and 
interests. 

'The oommteslon said the standard 
achieved by any achool system de¬ 
pended upon the quality of teachers. 

’The commission made a number 
of recommendations aimed at im¬ 
proving teacher qualifications in the 
proving. 

“During the last decade or so the 
pressure to obtain teachers to keep 
the classrooms open has ted to the 
employment of some who axe not 
personally suited for teachteg or who 
are inadequately trained,** the report 
said. 


Lengthen Year, Cut Holidays 


A wide variation in the qualifica¬ 
tions of teachers had contributed to 
widel> different standards in B.C. 
classrooms. 

“There are some outstanding 
teachers in the schools of B.C., many 
very good teachers, a large number 
of satisfactory teachers and some 
poor teachers,” the report stated. 
“Unfortunately some schools, largely 
in the rural parts of the province, 
have received more than their fair 
share of the latter.” 

It was recommended that more 


subsidization be given to teacher 
training; that a start be made towards 
implementation of full degree require¬ 
ments for all teachers; and that the 
granting of elementaiy temporary 
certificate be discontinued imme¬ 
diately. 

B.C. has the shortest school year 
in the whole of Onada, except New¬ 
foundland. The commission urged 
that the present 190 days be extended 
to a mir^um of 200 days and that 
the secondary school day be length¬ 
ened from the present five hours to 
six hours. 


Intensify Instruction 




There seemed little advantage in 
lengthening the elementary school 
day but instruction in elementary 
schools should be intensified, the 
report stated. 

In order to lengthen the school 
year the commission urged that 
schools open on Sept. 1 rather than 
the present Sept. 6 or 7 and that 
Easter vacations be shortened to 
cover the period from (kxk! Friday to 
the following Wednesday rather than • 
the present 10-day vacation. 

A warning was sounded of the 


dangers of over-centralization and it 
was stated that local autonomy must 
be preserved so that schc^pls may con¬ 
tinue to be an integral part of the 
communities they served. 

“A bureaucratic school system 
could enforce uniformity but at the 
expense of public interest and local 
initiative,” said the report. “Not¬ 
withstanding thi^ the department of 
education should'employ every means 
to en.sure that durational opportuni¬

The Spreading Danger 


it not so grave a matter 
^ one might find it possible to 
smile at the reaction to the third 
French nuclear test in the Sahara. 
Certainly it is ironical. In the logic 
of events the protestants are on 
shaky ground. 

TTie Soviet Union, for example, 
condemns the test and sa>^ it cannot 
fail to undermine the prestige of 
France. The United States also takes 
a dim view and points out that it is 
again.st the proliferation of atomic 
capabilities. Cdming from the two 
chief proponents of atomic (kvelop- 
ment these statements might have a 
Lhollow ring. 

Russian prestige was not harmed 
but increased by its atomic successes, 
nor does America spare its prolifera¬ 
tion in the same field. And the recent 
French test, spurred on General 
de Gaulle's own dream of national 
prestige and grandeur, was a small 
thing by comparison. 

It is not a case Of the major .nu¬ 
clear powers aiming onlv to this 
field Co Uiemsel^, however, al¬ 
though relantion of it In their own 
hands no doubt would please them. 
It is genuine Qoncem lest the spread 
of the a tomic weapon gets b^ond 
control that invokes their / unease 
over these French experiments. For 
all the dangers of the cold war it ia 
better ttet..the weapon of mast 
annihilatloR^oufd rest in the main 
with the giant protagonists. They 
know the dire potenti^ties involved 
and have the means and the mahnrity 
to stay thair hands. There could be 


no telling what might happen if 
nuclear authority were at the dis¬ 
posal of all and sundry. 

Only this week for instance a 
British .scientist speaking in New 
York predicted that within six years 
no fewer than a dozen nations will 
have atomic bombs. He fears th^t 
in t^e space of a decade thereafter 
some of these weapons will have 
exploded, either through accident, 
folly or madness. It might take only 
one such explosion to set off w'orld- 
wide conflict and holocaust. 

Displeasure over the persistence 
of France in going ahead with its own 
atomic experiments, when the major 
nuclear nations have cea.sed fresh 
tests, is thus understandable. There 
is .substance In the belief that French 
policy is seaseless, risky and out¬ 
dated. 

There is a good chance that 
moves towards nuclear disarmament 
will get somewhere in spite of the 
difficulties of agreement. The cli¬ 
mate of opinion ia growing against 
atoidic weapons, and the present 
responsibility does not rest easily 
on either American or Ru.ssian 
shoulders. Both Moscow and Wash¬ 
ington are only too well aware of the 
awesome possibilities that stem from 
nuclear power. 

But ckaarmament will he an Im¬ 
mensely graver problem—and the 
safety of the world much more pre¬ 
carious—if the posssession of this 
power spreads into hands less mature 
and less responsible. 


Time to Grasp the Nettle 


Dominion government's cun- 
nlng bill on dtvoroe effectively 
puts a spoke in the wheel of the two 
eXT niihusters. but avoids getting to 
the root of this perennial problem. 
Effective for this session only, the bill 
merely- absolves the Commona from 
the duty of passing upon the hun¬ 
dreds of divorce bills presented to 
Parliament, by making the Upper 
House solely responsible for them- 

It is a shrewd ruse for which the 
government deserves more praise 
than anything elae^—so long as its 
action is not misconirfniBd is a cure 
for the peculiar illness which aff^s 
Parliament whenem married 
couples in Quebec ado Heiitfaiiiidland 
break ua ^ . 

In this short session of rarha- 
ment, intended to glRr the govern¬ 
ment the authority it heeda to get on 
as ouickly as possible with the na¬ 
tions urgent and emeigent business, 
the Commons could not afford to 
have its time taken up by the kbidof 
performance which-: the two -CCF 
BfPs put on last sesskm. 

In demanding that the Commona. 
Instead of passing divorce hOls In 
great batchn as a matter of routine, 
ahould scrutinize each and e\%ry one 
of them the CCf’ members were exer- 
dijng no more than their'rights and 
what they also believe to he their 


duty as legislators. Their repeated 
filibusters also served to direct tha 
attention of the country as a whole 
to the abaurdity of Parliament being 
turned into a divorce court for the 
two provinces which refuse to make 
provision for the dissolution of mar¬ 
riages. But they also impeded the 
normal proceedings of the House In a 
way which would have a serious 
effect if resorted to again thia 
aession. 

The two members have made 
their point, and with the present gov¬ 
ernment there should be no need for 
them to make it twice. Curing the 
troi^ is not as simple as it might 
appduc. however, besMie the liii- 
poitaiit.«Bolitical. and seUgioua fae- 
tors involved. 

If for that reaaon Prime Minister 
Diefenbeker's government prefers 
net to inHiate i^orm it eould turn 
the matter over to a committee of all 
parties for study and reconunenda- 
tiona ID that whatever hill emerged 
therefrom could be submitted as a 
non-paitjaan measure. 

The former Liberal g overn m ent 
ran away from the issue every time 
tt was brought forward; the present 
government would enhance Its stat¬ 
ure In the country If It grasped the 
nettle even at the pain of the stings 
from Quebec. 


Talkative Canadians 


CANADIANS are sometimes ac- 
^ cuaed a being iwerved, unas¬ 
sertive, at least by contra.st with 
other nationals. 'Htey do not beat 
the big drum of publicity about 
themselves. On the telephone how¬ 
ever they take a hack seat to no one. 

So the BeH Telephone Company 
reveals in a year-end summary of 
long-range loquaciousness. Canadians 
lead the world when it comes to 
making telephone calls, and for the 
eighth year In succession. With 10 
calls per person j^r week they make 
greater use of this handy instrument 
of communication than anyone else. 

This is perhaps the more surpris¬ 
ing since Canada ranks but third 
among major countries in the number 


of telephones installed. The United 
States has the most and Sweden next, 
but obvkxLsly they are not as great 
talkers as Canadians. 

There must be an explanation 
somewhere for this tendency toward.s 
telephone chatter. Either it is one 
method of getting rid of suppressed 
feelings, or it is due to the teen-agers, 
who loll for hours calling all their 
friends. They are perhaps the prin¬ 
cipal users of the telephone, as frus¬ 
trated adults on party lines have 
cause to note. 

But then other countries have 
teen-agers too, so this can’t be all the 
story. Perhaps it U that Canadians 
are iu.st more neighborly at telephone 
distance.

As matters tiirnivi out. nothing sper- 
tacular happened. Early m April of the 
aame year.

This week, to renewed We-uern di.s- 
mav. Faisal's resignation has been ac¬ 
cepted by his brother and a new cabinet 
has taken office under the chairmanship 
of Ihe king himself.

Graoa as a matter of fact la al¬ 
most a prerequisite of cricket, and it 
la perhaps not a colncidenre that the 
game’s chief patriarch ahould have 
been a Dr. W. O. Grace. As It hap¬ 
pens Mr. Graveney has decided to 
leave hla native county club, and 
the poetic pen of the London Times’ 
cricketing correspondent pays him 
the tribute of'^hiuding his **gracofur* 
style. It la not enough merely to 
score runs, you see; it is the manner 
of the accompUehment that pleases 
the aesthetic observer. 

The aamo holds good of any gime. 
hut erkket has come off best in being 
depictod in literary terms. 

Much* of this idyllic quality 
roaulta *no doubt from the artistry 
of the oommentators themselves, al¬ 
though if there were not an aura 
about the game they could scarcely 
summon tha appropriate inspiration. 
Some of them manage to write about 
cricket ae though it were a sym¬ 
phony. aa well it might be If yw are 
In tun# with the day and the gentle 
click of bat and ball. It has been , 
said that fishing and cricket are tho 
only two sporting lealnui dealt with 
in the language of pure literature, 
a a A • 

Thera ia thus a perfume about 
crirkef not frequently found among 
ether games. But as I have said It 
ia the pen that counts a lot. Paul 
Galileo in a Snow Gooae mood could 
easily fashion airy fanciei around 
the baseball diamond, and I can re¬ 
call how once Hugh MacLennan 
gilded Ice hockey with unaccustomed 
beauty of phrase. Hockey of sll 
games. I think, is in playing per¬ 
formance the moat fluid example of 
poetr>’ in motion. 

Cricket is by no means so languid 
as critics who never see a cricket 
game might imagine, yet mentally it 
does summon a vision of ease and 
delicate white. Elspecially In the mid¬ 
dle of winter. In the long ago while 
I might strip for soccer In s spirit 
of stern endeavor, to put on flannels 
w'as s concession to an elegant oc¬ 
casion. 

Although, to be sure,* one had to 
step Ilvaly when trying to chase a 
long drive by some Jessoplon bats¬ 
man. 

But grace it is. perhaps, that at¬ 
taches peculiarly to cricket, so that 
one can lie at ea.se on the grass - 
in Beacon Hill Park, lor instance- 
and calmly, contemplatively, watch 
the flitting white figures .scamper 
from crease to crease, or accept with¬ 
out undue ru.sh of blood the .scatter¬ 
ing of one’s Idol’s w'icket. 

This, of course, is the Ideal rather 
than the real. One lies prone on the 
gra.ss, perhaps, hut not .so supine as 
never to choke hack an impolite “.silly 
ass’/ as the stupid one runs his cap¬ 
tain out. or mutter about the perfidy 
of men in white coats. Nor in an 
Australian ground, or some others . 
closer to home,- is the temperature 
always suitable for a symphony. 

But essentially to this writer, who 
takes his games vicariously, does the 
sight of a cricket score once more 
wrap him in .summer glor>'. The .soft 
air of a long afternoon, the relaxed 
nostalgia of old and ancient ties, of 
fond memories when one was young 
and light of foot all lhe.se and more 
are compounded in the magic word 
of cricket. 

Although in very truth out thcie 
on the green gra^s the flannelled 
fnoU of Kipling < jaiindn’e are bathed 
in quite heioic ffthlelic effoil. 


Reports from Ottawa 


S INCE Finance Minister Fleming’s 
interim budget there’s been time 
enough to think it over, to puzzle on 
its probable effects, to do some dig¬ 
ging for facts that his perhaps biased 
views of the economic situation tend 
to gloss over. ^ 

The budget had three avowed 
aims: **to combat unemployment, 
especially winter unemployment”; to 
encourage Canadian investment in 
ways that will contribute to the 
growth of the economy, and to 
abolish tax iiwentivea that attract 
foreign capital to Canada. 

So far aa unemployment thia 
winter ia concerned. It won*t be much 
help. The principal beneficiaries of 
the corporation tax cuU are likely to 
be the aervlce industriea. But they 
are already relatively well oft com¬ 
pared with primary and aecondary 
ilk us try. 

Te increase employment oppor¬ 
tunities we need to Inereaae our rate 
of economic growth, to increase cap- 
iul investment in fields of activity 
wherein productive capacity ia not 
greater than demand. This tax cut 
will leave an extra $24,000,000 a year 
in tha biiMls of industry. If tt wera 
all invested in new plants to provide 
more jobs—and of course it won’t be 
—it wouldn’t buy much when you 
consider that IMO's total new cap¬ 
ital inveaunent has been predicted at 
$2,800.0004X10. What’s $H4XX>.0Q0 tel 
that league?

A quicker way to increase em¬ 
ployment is to increase demand for 
goods and aervlcea by cuUng income 
and sales taxes, so the people will 
have more money to spend. But this 
was the C^uistmas present SenU 
Fleming didn’t briik. ostensibly be¬ 
cause ^^e tax cuts would bs infla¬ 
tionary. 

*TVs must santinus to bs alert to 
the danger of i recnidetcence of In- 
flstionsry tendencies,** Fleming said, 
while admitting that **moat if not all 


of the immediate forces of inflation 
have been spent.** 

This comes pretty close to being 
double talk. Admittedly price infla¬ 
tion is undesirable, even dangerous. 
But in a period of economic deflation, 
even recession, like that in Canada 
today, inflatfonary pressures under 
prices are artificial. Prices cannot 
skyrocket in a buyer's market 

In my opinion what we need Is a 
carefully spooned out dose of Infla¬ 
tion—not price inflation, but infla¬ 
tion of buying power, of demand for 
goods end services, and consequently 
employment. This we didn’t get It 
can be argued that this medicine can 
be administered In the spring budget, 
if things don’t improve.

1 like the plan la encourage new 
industry in d^resaed areas—all ex¬ 
cept the failure to set out an auto- 
malic criterion of a distressed area. 
The decision Is left to cabinet—and 
every MP will want his riding de¬ 
clared a distressed area, to attract 
Industry. I cannot help but recall 
that Premier Dupleesla consistently 
refused to pave the roads in Liberal 
ridings. 

Fleming wants to discourage prov¬ 
inces and municipalities from bor¬

T he Iqfig "statement issued at 
the rlose of the World ('ommu- 
nisi Conference in .Mo.srow is. neediest 
to .say. an important document: nx^re 
important thqn had been anticipated 
when it was known that the confer¬ 
ence had met. (leneral belief then 
was that it had been called simply to 
resolve differences between the two 
major Communist regimes — the 
Soviet Cnion and China. 

Rut what has emerged goes fae 
beyond thi.s. It is a declaration ot 
doctrine, and d program of action for 
all Communist parties in the world. 

It is a Communist manifesto. 

The issues that have arrseg be¬ 
tween .Moscow and Peking^ 
course, dealt with, though 
tioned. 'They are muted and decently 
interred under a fervid declaration 
of unity.

Tha doctrinal dispute ia not. in 
my vnew, of great importance, la a 
third war “inevitable” or not? Tha 
chosen formula ia that it ia not 
’’fatally Inevitable”- whatever that 
may mean. Incidentally, on# workera 
what it signifies in Chinese. 

What I think does emerge ia that, 
it is Moscow and not Peking which 
has decided the program for Com¬ 
munist action. The list of ”taaka 
which must be accomplishad first of* 
all” could have been taken tcxtually 
from a Khrushchev speech! Berlin, 
elimination of “foreign baaea,** and 
the rest of it. Formosa ia not spe¬ 
cifically mentioned, though prevent¬ 
ing the revival of Japanaaa mllitar- 
iam finds a place.

Ruaaia’a primacy aa tha "van¬ 
guard” ia acknowledged. One may 
conclude that, for the moment Khm- 
■hcheet^ teaa—been •ble to assert 
aacend^y over Mao. 

That has been hailed In many 
quarters aa a victory for peace and' 
"peaceful coaxistence,** aa the preF’ 
tide to a real detente. I am afraid that 
this ia wishful thinking, not juatifiad 
by the document itakf. 

True, war la held te> be no longer 
inevitable. True, tt la bald, that "in 
the near future” tt can be "excinded.*' 
But thia because of thq growing 
**might” of the Communist powe rs , 
Wat is to become ’impoasiUe” when 
they are strong enough to dictate 
peace on their own terma. 

The world ia offered a **pax 
aovietka.” And, with all ttiia am- 
phaaia on the need for more and 
more ’’might" it Is not surprising 
that diaarroament gets rather ctu^ 
aory notice aa "not easy to realizo 
because of the stubborn reaistanco 
of the imperlaliata."

Nor la •’psackol ee ekatanee” te 
be partkuJarly • "peecefuL** Aoviet 
strength may make total war im- 
po a aib le. But there is to be “intenai-^ 
fication of the struggle” which Is te* 
end in world communism. And in 
the course of that struggle the use 
of force is by no means exdudad. 

The tectiea recommenM are 
those which Lanin long ago laid 
down. Allies are \o be sought every¬ 
where: in natlonal-Uberation move¬ 
ments, among aodal-democrata, even 
among *’the petty and middle urban 
bourgeo&ie." 

Theft it, of course, no reference 
to what happens to any of theae when 
they have aerved their purpoee and 
have helped to plaoe power in Com¬ 
munist hands. But the record ia in 
history: in the fate ef the Social 
Demoemcies of Eastern Europe and 
of nationalist movements tei the^ 
Soviet Union and in the Chinese Com- , 
munist Empire. 

The whole document, in fact, aig*" 
nifles no real change. It la pure* 
Leninlam-Stalinism. both as to the 
purpose o( the Communist parties 
and as to the tactics to be employed. 
It is all there in SUlln’s writings. 
There is nothing new, apart from 
topical referancea, from recognition of 
the importance of (%ina, and from 
the thought (if it deserves the name) 
that the military strength of the 
Soviet Union has made total war no 
longer “fatally inevitable.” Even that 
may be mere opportunism. Even if 
Khrushchev thinks that war ia still 
*ineviUhle” he Is shrewd enough to 
know that it would be Uctically fool, 
iah to say sa 

There is np talk of conciliation, of 
compromise, of detente. 

This is a summons by both Moa* 
cob’ and Peking to the Communist 
parties everywhere to unremitting 
and uncompromising conflict: and a 
program of the tactics (some of 
them. a.H Lenin recomen^. “de¬ 
vious”) which are to be employed. 
Its tone, in Hugh Gaiskell’s words, ia 
one of “hostile bitter propaganda.” 

It is, in short, a re-declaration of 
the "cold war.” And It would be 
foolish to evade that unpleasant fact.

It recommended that that 
order of priorities be taken as 
a criterion for defining the 
scope of the public schools’ 
functions and for’deciding the 
proper apportioning of school 
time. 

The commls.sion said the 
student's education should not 
be made fragmentary by the 
inclusion of too many sub¬ 
jects. 

While the commi.s.sion

nere-sary it was not convinced 
that schools .should undertake 
it. 

It recommended that health 
courses place strong emphasis 
on ’atnitudes and practices for 
safe driving and that if train 
ing he done it be carried on 
outside the .school and at no 
e.xpense to the department of 
education and the school hoard. 

Th> commission said ^xlra- 
currlcular activities have 
some value hut recommended 
that Instructional lime for 
them be kept to a minimum. 


Pro\in<'iaI meet? should be 
held during va-'afon and holi¬ 
day periods and if this was not 
po'itible the r;me allowed from 
regular school hours be reduc¬ 
ed to an absolute minimum 

It made many recommenda 
t ons covering many subiects 
rovered in the curriculum. 
They included:

The witness, John Rutledge, 
a chief machinist's mate, also 
hit back at charges of messy 
housekeeping aboard the car¬ 
rier and said the city firemen 
appeared to lack experience In 
ship fires. 

Rutledge is stationed aboard 
the destroyer Emey, berthed 
near the site whire construc¬ 
tion of the (Tor.stellatlon was 
nearing completion. 

TOOK DETAIL ABOARD 

He said that shortly after 
the fire broke out aboard the 
carrier, he organized a fire¬ 


fighting and rescue detail of 
26 men equipped with special 
firefighting equipment and 
oxygen tanks 

Rutledge said the detalll 
moved aboard the Constellation 
and “we were doing fine until 
we were ordered off the ship 
because of lack of hard hats.** 

He said “A New York City 
fire chief’ gave the order to 
get out on the ground that 
falling debris made the use of 
hard hats essential. 

Rutledge contended that, at 
that time, his men could have 
extinguished the fire In a hall 
hour with a fog-type spray 
they were using. 

Rutledge testified that he 
had not seen any ..^debris con¬ 
tributing to the fire—auch as 
paper, rags or rubbish.

The first faint hint of a new 
policy came from External 
Affairs Minister Green In 
testimony before the Com¬ 
mons external affairs com 
mittee. 

Mr. Green refused almost 
point-blank to talk about 
nuclear weapons and shrugged 
off the subject as a matter 
for the defence department. 

Later, before the Commons 
defence committee. Defence 
Minister Pearkes said the cab¬ 
inet hart made no decision on 
acquisition • of nuclear war¬ 
heads hut that negotiations 
were proceeding with the U.S. 
.so that the warheads could be 
j obtained “if and when re¬ 
quired.” 

I HARKNKks IN FAVOR 
i In Octijher, Hon. Douglas! 
Harkness.l^former agricpljturei 
minister. a.<.sumed the defence 
j portfolio when Mr. Pearkes 
I wa.s appointed lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor of Briti.ch Columbia. 

Mr. Harkness is known to 
favor nuclear weapons for the 
forces. He couldn’t, naturally, 
fly in the face of government 
policy. He said nuclear 
weapons wouldn’t he needed if 
a disarmament agreement was 
achieved. 

I^te in the year. .Mr. Dief- 
enhaker declared that Canada 
wouldn’t obtain nuclear weap¬ 
ons unless it had "equality of 
control” over them. This is im 
p<i<sij[)lp under I’.S. law. 

The matter is not considered 


urgent because the armed 
forces haven’t yet got carriera 
for the warheads. They are 
scheduled to start getting them 
late nes^t year: the Bomarc 
anti-aircraft missile, CF-104 
reconnaissance bomber and 
Honest John artillery rocket. 

One nuclear carrier — the 
Bomarc — was discussed often

ThiB IS a tuberous plant, making 
a dry corm something like that of a 
Gloxinia, but you haidly ever see 
these bui^bs offered for sale the 
florists' plants are always raised 
from seed. This is becau.se they are 
completely unpredictable a tuber 
saved from one year to another may 
sprout and grow or it may fail en¬ 
tirely to put in a second appearance 
and for no good reason at all. By 
all means, try’ your hand at keeping 
your plant dver for a second year— 

I know of one Cyclamen which has 
been going strong for 11 years but 
don’t be too disappointed if it doesn’t 
work out. 

A V A 

The most important factor In the 
care of a Cyclamen is to keep it 
cool. The plants are grown in a 
greenhouse at 55 degrees, but this 
is dropped to 45 degrees as the plant 
comes into bloom. At this tempera¬ 
ture, the plant will remain In bloom 
for quite a long time but, at the usual 


nv>m temporature of 70. the plant 
starts going dowmhill almo.st imme¬ 
diately and the flowering jieriod is 
wry short. 

The plant likes plenty of light but 
not very much direct sunshine. An 
east w'indow seems to suit it very 
well, where it gets a little morning 
sunshine. The light in a .south or 
west window isn’t too bright at this 
season of the year but it would be a 
little halt! on the plant in late sum 
mer. as tender new growth pushes 
up. 

AAA 

Watering is a bit ticklish, for a; 
hig plant with lots of leaves is a 
hound for water, particularly in a 
warm room. At the same time, the 
tuber and roots will rot if the soil 
Is allowed to remain soggy wet. The 
trick here is to feel the soil surfac*e 
every day and wait for it to become 
dry to the touch before watering, 
then give plenty. It is best to take 
the plant to the sink and sit it in a 
di.shpan of water until the surface 
glistens with moisture, then leave it 
on the drainboard for an hour to 
drain thoroughly before putting it 
back in its saucer. Water standing 
in the saucer for any length of time 
Is bad business for all bulbous or 
tuberous plants. 


As each flower fades, take it off 
to prevent the formation of seed, 
which would weaken the tuber. Don't 
^cut the stem—jerk it out. stead.vipg 
the pot with one hand, so that no 
stub remains to rot back. When no 
more flowei-s appear, continue water¬ 
ing for aboqt a month, then start 
‘‘weaning’’ the plant by gradually 
cutting down in its watet. 

AAA 

When the older, outer leaves 
shrivel and die, stop watering and 
store the pot in the basement. Keep ‘ 
an eye on it through the summer and 
don’t allow the soil to dry out com¬ 
pletely, although it should never be 
really, wet during the resting period. 

The idea here is to keep the soil only 
just moist enough to prevent th« 
tuber from shrivelling, but without 
rotting it. 

Next August, knock the tuber out 
of Its pot and repot In fresh soil 
Don’t bunch up the fibrous roots as 
you plant, but try to get them spread 
out In the new soil. When the pot¬ 
ting is completed, the upper surface 
of the corm should just show above 
the soil surface. Water sparingly at 
first, increasing as the new top* 
growth appears. Above all, keep the 
plant cool, preferably a little under 
$0 degrees during its growing period.

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More work and less play is the 
basic theme running through the 
mammoth, 845-page report released 
by Education Minister Leslie R. 
Paterson this mdming. 

Major points among the 158 spe¬ 
cific recommendations in the report 
are these: 

• Greater emphasis be placed on 
hard core subjects such as science, 
mathematics and English, and less 
time be spent on “frills’* such as art, 
drama and music. 

• Increase in the school year by a 
minimum of 10 days a year, the 
secondary school day be increased by 
one hour, more homework, and a 
crackdown on teachers “wasting 
time.” 

• Junior and senior vocational 


schools be established for students 
who cannot make the grade academ¬ 
ically, a collegiate acadkny above the 
high school level and an Imtituta of 
advanced technology as an alterna¬ 
tive to university academic training. 
• Elimination ht Junior high school 
as such with Grade 7 re^vrting to 
elementary school and high soiool 
starting at Grade 8. 

Delate the far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations the report said the 
lengthy and thorough probe did not 
show a widenread failure /on the 
part of B.C. schools. 

“The commission readied the 
conclusion that . • • the B.C public 
school system compares quite favor¬ 
ably with that of any other country,” 
it was stated. 


Need for Precise Knowledge 


The royal commission—headed 
by Prof. S. N. F. Chant of UBC—was 
appointed in January, 1968, to probe 
an aspects of the B.C. school system 
except the financing of education. 
Other ooromissioners were John E. 
licTsch of PoweU River Co., and Riley 
P. Walrod, general manager of B,C. 
*rree Fruits Ltd. 

“Onerality played a part in mak¬ 
ing the school program more appro¬ 
priate for the post-war period,** it 
was stated. “But recently there has 
developed an increasing need for 
more precise Bnd critical knowledge.* 
This k one reason for the commis¬ 
sion’s emphasis upon the fostering of 
intellectual development as the major 
function of the schools, which leads 


to ths reco mm endation that mors 
attention bt given to the basic sub¬ 
jects of the currlcukim. 

“This does not mean that th» 
should be reinstated as they were W 
years ago but that they he strength¬ 
ened In view of preeent dreum-^ 
Stances,” the r eport added. 

*rhe conunhisionera, in stressing 
top priority for hard core subjects 
such as English, mathematics and 
science, ssM it was “nice to kam to 
dance or sing” or to saw a board or 
learn hohr to cook. 

But there was no time for too 
many by-paths and boaio educstioo 
today was more important than ever 
because of the increasiiig complexity 
of the world. 


Suitable (Courses for Talents 


It was recommended that the 
maximum time for art and music 
combined not exceed two hours a 
week and that industrial arts and 
home economics be discontinued in 
Grade 7. Time ^ved should be 
allotted to English, mathematics, 
social studies and science. 

The proposed reorganization of 
the public school program would pro¬ 
vide for elementary education up to 
Grade 7, high school from Grades 
8 to 10 and collegiate academy from 
Grades 11 to 13—the latter being 
entrance to either university or the 
institute of advanced technology. 

There would also be an inter¬ 
changeability between regular high 
school and Junior and senior voca¬ 
tional schools for students who were 
better suited to trades rather than 
academic abilities. 


This would aQow all pupils to jpro- 
ceed ss far as they could proAUbly 
in a regular program. No pupil would 
be required to decide at an early age 
between different courses. 

PuiUls who might otherwise be 
retarded would be provided with 
courses suitable for thdr talents and 
interests. 

The commission said the standard 
achieved by any school system de¬ 
pended upon the quality of teachers. 

’The commission m^ s number 
of recommendations aimed at im¬ 
proving teacher qualifications in the 
province. 

“During the last decade or so the 
pressure to obtain teachers to keep 
the classrooms open has led to the 
employment of some who are not 
personally suited for teaching or who 
are inad^uately trained,’* the report 
said. 




Lengthen Year, Cut Holidays 


A Vide variation in the qualifica¬ 
tions of teachers hid contributed to 
wdely different standards in B.C. 
classrooms. 

“There are some outstanding 
teachers in the schools of B.C.. many 
very good teachers, a large number 
of satisfactory teachers and some 
poor teachers,” the report stated, 
“Unfortunately some schools, largely 
in the rural parts of the province, 
have received more than their fair 
share of the latter.” 

It was recommended that more 


subsidization be given to teacher 
training; that a start be made towarda 
implementation of full degree require¬ 
ments for all teachers; and that tha 
granting of elementary temporary 
certificate be discontinued imme¬ 
diately. 

B.C. has the shortest school year 
in the whole of G)anada, except New¬ 
foundland. The commission urged 
that the present 190 days be extended 
to a minimum of 200 days and that 
the secondary school day be length¬ 
ened from the present five hours to 
six hours. 


Inlensifv Instruction 




There .seemed little advantage in 
lengthening the elementary school 
day but instruction in elementary 
schools should be intensified, the 
report stated. 

In order to lengthen the school 
year the commission urged that 
.schools open on Sept. 1 rather than 
the present Sept. 6 or 7 and that 
Easter vacations be |h6rtened to 
cover the period from CkkkI E'riday to 
the following Wednesday rather than 
the present 10-day vacation. 

A warning was sounded of the 


dangers of over-centralization and it 
was stated that local autonomy must 
be preserved so that schools^may con¬ 
tinue to be an integral part of the 
commurtities they served. 

‘•A bureaucratic school system 
could enforce uniformity but at the 
expense of public interest and local 
initiative,” said the report. “Not¬ 
withstanding this, the department of 
^education should employ every means 
to ensure that educational opportuni¬ 
ties in all parts of the province are

The problems of sprawl and 
hlight can only be reaolved b> vices, 
community planning and ur¬ 
ban renewal.

Incentive Diei 

As blighted conditions move 
Closer to good residential 
areas, there Is less incentive 
for home maintenance.

The 
IneviUble result is a stiU 
farther eatension of blighted 
condition^.

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Enter Age of Space 
Says Chant Report 

' By PETER BRUTON 

An extensive reorganization of the B.C. public ^hools 
system designed to give students a more solid grounding to 
meet the challenges of the space age is called for in the Chant 
royal commission report on education. 

More work and less play is the 


basic theme running through the 
mammoth. 845-page report released 
by Education Minister Leslie R. 
Piterson this morning. 

Major points among the 158 spe¬ 
cific recommendations in the report 
are these: 

• Greater emphasis be placed pn 
hard core subjects such as science, 
mathematics and English, and less 
time he spent on ‘‘frilb** such as art, 
drama and music. 

• Increase in the school year by a 
minimum of 10 days a year, the 
secondary school day he increai^ by 
one hour, more homework, and a 
crackdown on teachers ‘‘wasting 
time.” 

• Junior and senior vocational 


schools be established for students 
who cannot make th# grade academ¬ 
ically, a collegiate academy above the 
high school level and an institute of 
advanced technology at an alterna¬ 
tive to university academic training. 
# Elimination of junior high school 
as such with Gra^ 7 re\^rting to 
eleihentary school and high sdiool 
starting at Grade 8. 

Despite the far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations the report said the 
lengthy and thorough probe did not 
show a widemread failure on the 
part of B.C. schools. 

”The commission * reached the 
conclusion that ... the B.C. public 
school svstem comperes quite favor¬ 
ably with that of any other country,** 
it was stated. 


Need for Precise Knowledge 


The royal commisaiof ii hee d ed 
by Prof. S. N. F. Chant of UBC—waa 
appointed In January, 1958, to probe 
all aspects of the B.C. school sj^em 
except the financing of education. 
Other commissioners were John E. 
Liersch of Powell River Co., and Riley* 
P. Walrod, general manager of B.C. 
Tree Fruits Ltd. 

‘‘Generality played a part in mak¬ 
ing the school program more appro¬ 
priate for the post-war period," it 
was stated. "But recently there has 
developed an increasing need for 
more precise and critical knowledge. 
This is one reason for the commis¬ 
sion’s emphasis upon the fostering of 
intellectual development as the major 
function of the schools, which leads 


to the rccoramendation that more 
attention"he given to the basic sub¬ 
jects of the curriculum. 

‘This does not mean that they 
should be reinstated at they were 50 
years ago but that they be strength¬ 
ened In view of pr es en t circum¬ 
stances,” the report added. 

The commissioners, in stressing 
top priority for hard core subjects 
such as English, mathematics and 
idenoe, said it was "nice to learn to 
dance or sing*' or to saw a board or 
learn how to cook. 

But there was no time for too 
many by-paths and basic education 
today was more important than ever 
because of the increasing complexity 
of the world. 


Suitable G>urses for Talents • 


It was recommended that the 
maximum time for art and music 
combined not exceed two hours a 
week and that industrial arts and 
home economics be discontinued in 
Grade 7. Time $aved should be 
allotted to English, mathematics, 
social studies and science. 

The proposed reorganization of 
the public school program would pro¬ 
vide for elementary education up to 
Grade 7, high school from Grades 
8 to 10 and collegiate academy from 
Grades 11 to 13—the latter being 
entrance to eithei* university or the 
institute of advanced technology. 

There would also be an inter¬ 
changeability between regular high 
school and junior and senior voca¬ 
tional schools for students who wfre 
better suited to trades rather than 
academic abilities. 


This would allow all pupils to pro-* 
oeed as far as they could profitably 
in a regular program. No pupil would 
be required to decide at an early age 
between different courses. 

Pupils who might otherwise be 
retarded would be provided with 
courses suitable for thi^ talents and 
interests. 

The commission said the standard 
achieved by any school system de¬ 
pended upon the quality of teachers. 

T{)e commission made a number 
of recommendations aim^ at im¬ 
proving teacher qualifications in the 
proving. 

"During the last decade or so the 
pressure to obtain teachers to keep 
the classrooms open has led to the 
employment of some who are not 
personally suited for teaching of who 
are inad^uately trained,” the report 
said. 


Lengthen Year, Cut Holidays 

.subsidization 


A wide variation in the qualifica 
tions of teachers had contributed to 
widely different standards in B.C. 
classrooms. 

"There are some outstanding 
teachers in the schools of B.C., many 
very good teachers, a large number 
of sati.sfactory teachers and some 
poor teachers,” the report stated. 
"Unfortunately some schools, largely 
in the rural parts of the province, 
have received more than their fair 
share of the latter.” 

It was recommended that more 


be given to teacher 
training; that a start be made towarda 
impleqientation of full degree require¬ 
ments for all teaemrs; and that the 
granting of elementaiy temporary 
certificate be discontinued imme¬ 
diately. 

B.C. has the shortest school year 
in the whole of Canada, except New¬ 
foundland. The commission urged 
that the present 190 days be extended 
to a minimum of 200 days and that 
the secondary school day be length¬ 
ened from the present five hours to 
six hours.
